Which Are Reported as Occasion- 
ally Occurring. 


Showers of Ashes occasionally fall in 
different parts of the world, exciting 
great astonishment. 
Instances of this 
kind have occurred in England. 
On 
one occasion a shower of small three- 
i spined sticklebacks fell near Merthyr- 
! Tydvll, in Wales, sprinkling the ground 
and housetops over a large area. 
If 
j caught up by a whirlwind from any 
of tile brackish ponds near the sea, in 
j which this species of fish abounds, the/ 
I must have heen conveyed through the 
air a distance of almost thirty miles. 
Another similar instance occurred at 
Torrens, in the Isle of Mull, in whi^h 
herrings were found strewed on a hill 
500 yards from tile «en and Ka) feet 
above it. 
Such downfalls are more 
I common In tropica! 
countries. 
In 
j India a shower of fishes varying from 
j 
pound and a half to three pounds lo 
weight has been reported. 
Sometimes 
the fishes are living, more frequently 
they are dead, and sometimes dry or 
! nutrifying. 
They are always of kinds 
j uoundant in the sea or fresh waters of 
j the neighborhood. 
The occurrence of 
I the phenomenon is readily explained 
; by the partial vacuum and strong up* 
j draught produced in the center of a 
tornado. 
Such a whirling column, if 
t passing over the surface of a lake or 
river or of the sea, may suck up a con­ 
siderable quantity of the water along 
i with any living creatures that may be' 
in it. This may be carried for a con- 
, slderable distance, anti is discharged 
as a waterspout or cloudburst 
when 
the rotational energy of the whirl Is

Chopped Dollars. 
A “chop,” in China, is a trademark. 
It represents incidentally a guarantee 
of value, which may be greater or less 
in proportion to the commercial stand­ 
ing of the firm whose chop it is. The 
silver dollar in that country* is chopped 
by each firm or money-shop through 
whose hands it passes. 
A clean, un­ 
chopped dollar is looked upon askance. 
The chop affixed may be merely an ink 
stamp, or It may be put on with a 
sharp die, defacing the coin. Thus a 
silver dollar, after being in circulation 
for a while, becomes unrecognizable. A 
properly guaranteed coin assumes a 
cup shape, and tit* infrequently with a 
hole through the middle. The Chinese 
silversmith exacts a percentage from 
the dollars that pass through his 
hands by scooping out some of the sil­ 
ver.—Pittsburgh Dispatch.

THE TREATIES ARE ADOPTED. 


.bt German, 
Austrian 
and Hun­ 
garian peace treaties have been rati­ 
fied by the senate and by a substantial 
vote in which party lines were greatly 
obliterated and the approval sanction­ 
ed by both republican and democratic 
senators. 
This is as it should be. The 
country needed official peace with its 
late enemies to the end that the regu­ 
lar and natural functions of commerce 
between nations not at war should be 
renewed, without the foolish techni­ 
cality of being still beligerants, while 
actually at peace, constantly arising to 
disrupt and disorganize industrial and 
commercial 
endeavors. 
There is no 


a question but that the 
world 
would 
have been 
much 
benefited had this 
th ng been done immediately after the 
war had ceased. 
Hut party politics 
prevented. 
That, and the bitter hat­ 
red of some 
senators 
for President 
Wilson, alone prevented the same ac­ 
tion on the Versailles treaty 
as has 
been taken on the ones approved by 
the senate 
last 
night. 
These new 
treaties are not so bad, from the 
viewpoint of earnest and sincere sup­ 
porters of the original one, even 
though iii their opinion, they do not go 
as tar as they should and take in the 
League of Nations. 
This can be said 
regarding them: 
They are based on 
tile Versailles pact 
almost 
entirely 
and, expressly provide that all and ev­ 
ery advantage stipulated in it as ac­ 
cruing to the United States shall still 
accrue and be binding on the govern­ 
ments of the nations involved. 
They 
are, indeed, the Versailles treaty, pure 
and simple, by other names, with only 
the elimination of those parts of it that 
bind us to aid the world nations in pre­ 
serving universal peace. The Old Nick 
has been “beaten around the bush*’ in 
this matter to the satisfaction of the 
partisans and the personal enemies of 
the former president, and they are 
content now to adopt part of the plan 
that he was a mighty factor iii form­ 
ing, knowing 
as they 
always have 
known, that it was the 
only way to 
bring about normal international con­ 
ditions. 
The rest will follow. The dis­ 
armament convention is but a step in 
that direction. Soon will come our ac­ 
tive participation in the affairs of the 
world as outlined in the league coven­ 
ant, although, perhaps, it will be un­ 
der another name than the one agreed 
upon at Paris. 
For all of which we 
are duly thankful. 


ANOTHER BLOW TO THE BATTLE­ 
SHIP.

D. Hines, formerly Director Gen­ 
eral of the Railroad Administra­ 
tion, returning on the La Savoie 
from Europe yesterday, expressed 
the opinion that results of three 
years’ earnest efforts to overcome 
the war’s destruction were disap­ 
pointingly short of the 
require­ 
ments. 
He had been abroad six­ 
teen months, acting as arbiter for 
the Council of Ambassadors 
in 
Paris in allocating river shipping 
of the former central powers to 
the various allied governments. 
I 
“A great deal of physical repar­ 
a tio n 
has* been 
accomplished,” 
Hines said. “and 
business 
has 
found ways to re-establish itself 
to a substantial extent, but so far 
there seems little prospect of re­ 
lief from other evils flowing from 
the war—the heavy but still in­ 
adequate taxation, the instability 
of currencies, the impairment of 
public credit, the unemployment, 
the interferences with 
adequate 
feeding and clothing of populations, 
and the intensified hatred and dis­ 
trust which are manifest in both 
foreign and domestic policies in the 
various countries I have observed. 
“As is always the case, these 
things 
translate 
themselves 
into 
greater burdens ami hardships up­ 
on the masses of the people.” 
If new w ars do not Intervene, I 
Hines asserted, the world’s recup­ 
erative 
power 
would 
overcome 
these obstacles. 
“But we should aid with 
our 
whole strength,” he added, 
“the 
effort to diminish the prospects of 
future war, and to that end we 
should give our support to every 
national effort that promises to 
aid 
in promoting 
better 
under­ 
standing in the world, or iii saving 
it from the burdens and menaces 
of undue armaments. 
I believe our 
own country is in position to do 
far more in this great movement 
than any other 
country in 
the 
world. 
Hines said some means should 
he found to prevent the threaden-

a disaster to the United States.

In its statem ent the board al­ 
leged there was an ulterior purpose 
behind Lewis’s action and 
said: 
“That there has been a complete 
understanding

trial court, and if necessary destroy 
the miners workers union in Kan­ 
sas and establish the open shop no 
reasonable minds can doubt.”

ton, D. C., director of the speakers’ 
bureau at national headquarters for 
the American Red Cross, was in Se­ 
dalia today, and addressed a large 
numDer of prominent Sedalians and 
Pettis countiais at a noonday lunch 
held at Hilderbrandt’s cafe. 
Rev. Floyd Webb, pastor of the 
First Congregational church, asked 
the invocation proceeding the lun­ 
cheon, at which L. P. Andrews, act­ 
ing chairman of the Pettis County 
Chapter Red Cross, presided. 
Preceeding the serving cf the re­ 
past Mr. Andrews introduced Dr. 
Green, wrho in a most entertaining 
manner told of the work of the Red 
Cross, and made an appeal to all to 
secure members during the coming 
roll call, which 
opens 
Armistice 
Day, and 
continues 
through 
the 
Thanksgiving holidays. 
Dr. Green urged the Red Cross 
workers to make plain to the peo­ 
ple that the American Red Cross 
was not only a voluntary organiza­ 
tion, to be of service during time 
of war, but that according to an act 
of congress passed in 1905 was a 
part of the American government, 
as was any other department of the 
government. 
The charter issued by congress, 
he said, states that the duties of the 
Red Cross are, and shall be, first, 
to render voluntary’ service to the 
sick and 
injured 
during 
time of 
war; second, to act as a channel of 
communication between the Amer­ 
ican people and the men in the 
army and navy; and third, to min­ 
ister in matters of national and in­ 
ternational relief to the suffering, 
caused by fire, flood, famine or pes­ 
tilence, and to take true and proper 
means of the prevention of same. 
Dr. Green gave the history of the 
Red Cross, how’ the original idea 
was conceived by Florence Night­ 
ingale, 
during 
the Crimean war, 
and was later taken up and result­ 
ed in the Treaty of Geneva, which 
was signed by seven nations, and 
which stated that volunteers of any 
nation giving relief on the battle­ 
field should go unmolested. 
The 
sign of the Red Cross, he stated, 
was originated by a French woman, 
who desiring to honor one of the 
leaders, w’ho was a Swiss, selected 
thcffSwiss flag, revered.1 The Swiss 
flag has the white flag on a Red 
background, while the sign of the 
Red Cross organization is merely

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HOW TO HAVE PEACE. 


Says The New York Times: 
“ High hopes are 
fixed 
upon the 
Washington conference next month. 
Yet prudent men will not expect too 
much from it immediately. 
If far­ 
reaching and sanctioned agreements 
regarding the Pacific can be reached, 
a certain cutting down of naval arm­ 
ament, and 
of plans 
for 
it, would 
naturally follow. 
Both the diplomatic 
settlement and the limiting of military^ 
expenditure would be justly hailed as 
irreat steps in advance. But would not 
at her steps remain to be taken? 
The 
conference would not have removed 
'he causes of war or placed all inter­ 
national dispute in the way of peace­ 
ful settlement. Nations have been 
known to fight even if only half arm­ 
ed 
Beyond disarmament in part the 
world looks to enlightened statesman­ 
ship to devise some means to outlaw 
^reat wars altogether, while giving to 
countries wronged, or threatened with 
wrong, a sure method of securing 
righteous redress. 
Otherwise there is 
lo guarantee of world peace. No mat- 
:er how successful 
the 
Washington 
conference may be in its necessarily 
limited objects, it looks and leads to 
something else.” 
That is one way of looking at it, but

we hope the Washington conference is 
cooing to look at it in this latter way 
md not in The Times’s.

The 
only thing that can bring peace, as has 
oeen said in these columns again and 
igain, is an international agreement 
>utlawing war 
and 
providing, as a 
substitute for

an 
enlightened 
nethod of settling international prob­ 
lems and world problems. 
The Times 
conceives of this task as something to 
done after the conference is over. 


On the contrary, it should be regarded 
as a task to be undertaken by the con­ 
ference itself and it should, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, precede the agreement to 
limit armaments, since upon its per­ 
formance will depend the value and 
permanence of that agreement.

Wind and Sound. 
A government scientist gives an in­ 
teresting explanation of tile action of 
the wind iii preventing the spiv ad of 
sound. 
It Is, lie claims, not the wind, as 
such, that prevents sound from trav­ 
eling against it, but difference in tile 
.strength of the wind. lf, for Instance, 
the wind is stronger above than be­ 
low, or stronger at one side, its ef­ 
fect will be to tilt the sound Waves 
In one direction or ariot iier. 
I infer­ 
ences of temperature in the air also 
cause deflection of tile waves of sound. 
Other atmospheric causes exist which 
deflect sound from a straight course 
and prevent it from going as far In 
a certain direction as* it may have 
been expected to go. 
Some of the sirens in this country,

ougnt theoretically to be audible at a 
distance of 1,500 miles, but, in fact, 
Hie authorities are satisfied if they 
are heard only two miles away.

reason for the discrepancy between 
calculation and experiment was prob­ 
ably atmospheric deflection of the 
sound.

placement of lite center of gravity of 
Hie solar system around which the 
earth travels annually, this center be­

Water, Dust, Mud, Pumice, G lass and 
Granite A m ong Product* of the 
Rumbler*. 


A volcano—-let us 
say 
Stromboll, 
which very frequently makes a lot of 
trouble—ejects 
materials of various 
kinds. 
One of those is water. 
It is the 
last thing we should expect a burning 
mountain to produce, but, as a mat­ 
ter of fact, volcanoes vomit enormous 
qaautities of water, formed by 
the 
ceiling and consequent condensation 
of gases rising through the vent pipe. 
Volcanic dust, thrown high into the 
air during an eruption, is so finely di­ 
vided rnut much of it will float in the 
up;.er levels of the atmosphere for 
years. 
Its particles seem mostly to be 
minute bubbles, hollow inside. 
Together with water, volcanoes emit 
vast quantities of mud, which, hard­ 
ening Into rock, form what Is called 
“tuff”—a friable material 
which 
in 
parts of our own West covers great 
areas to a depth of thousands of feet. 
A familiar volcanic product is pum­ 
ice. which is so porous, and therefore 
so light In weight, that It will float on 
water. 
Another is obsidian, or “vol­ 
canic glass,” a substance of the same 
chemical composition as pumice, but 
extremely hard, being of high density. 
Typical of the “eruptive” rocks, rep­ 
resenting material thrown up from the 
depths, is granite. 
Such rocks are 
practically impervious to water, where­ 
as the sedimentary rocks—sandstones, 
limestones and shales—are sufficiently 
porous to allow water to are o la te 
through them. 
It Is these sedimentary 
rocks 
that 
contain 
the 
so-va I led 
“pools” of petroleum, usually with wa­ 
ter underlying the oil.
